BRITISH ELECTIONS. 



Of Two Hundred Elections So Far a 
^uudr.ed and Fifty Favor the 
Consorvatives. 

tireat Excitement Caused— Scenes at 
tlie National Liberal and 
■ Carletou Clubs. 

London, July ]5 — The total roaulta of 
the parliamentary eleotiong, wbloli have 
been made np to to.nlgbt, are aa follows : 
CoDBervatives, 151 ; Liberal-Unloniati, 21 ; 
Liborale. 2S ; ParnolliteB, i ; MoCarthyites, 
4; Libor, 1. Total, 20-1. Aa oompured 
with the parllBtnGnt whioh boa jnat boon 
dissolved, twenty-four aeata thus returned 
ahor f!»iD8 for the Unionlstg, and five are 
gaiDs lor the Liberals, 

There is Intense excitement In the streets 
of London over the result of the eleotions. 
The theatres and restauraata are almost de- 
gerted. Early in tbo evening a tremendoDB 
crowd gathered in front of the National 
Liberal Club, where the reaulta wore thrown 
from & great Boreon by a «teroopticon. The 
plub house Itaelf waa crowded early. Moat 
oi the prominent membera wore pruaent. A 
lurge notice was displayed in tho olub lobby 
Btatinp; that the members who wore obeont 
were oanvaBalnt; for the elootiona and aek- 
ing others willing to aeaiat to oommunioate 
with the seoretaty. 

Tho rosQlta wore announced in tho amoking 
room whore a apeclal wire had boon placed. 
Tho nowB uB it was received was poated on a 
large blackboard. Mauy country membera 
oame to town to learn how the tide of the 
election was ruuuieg Tho mombars of the 
ub were moatly glum and dlBpirited, Out- 
sido tho club house tho crowd greeted the 
news of the elootion of John Burns, the 
labor leader who recently made a tour of 
America, with tremendous cheers. The 
bnlletin announcing Henry M. Stan- 
ley's election was received with hiaBes 
and cries of " profeanlonal politiolan." The 
plctureB of Mr. Gladstone and Sir William 
Harcourt, which wore thrown upon the 
Boeno from time to time, wore wildly oheer- 
d. The windows adjoining the Hotel 
Metropoie were thronged with fashionably 
dreaied men and women who were enjayioK 
the soai^e. 

Before' attending the state bkll, the Prince 
of 3' ales drove to the Carleton olnb and 
aoanned the balletins. Xbese were posted 
In the lobby, where a dense throng of mem- 
bers was gathered in a jabilant and 
eiultant mood, Tbo reaulta woro 
received with immense 6nthuBio.Bm. At 
tho Constitutional olub bo groat wore tbo 
crowds that gathered outside that the doors 
were oloeed, but tho reanlts poated in the 
lobby were plainly seen by outaiviera. 
ImmeuBe throngs surged through Fleet 
fltraot thia evening. Tho reaulta of the 
elections have been placarded aa fast aa re- 
ceived at the newepapor ofBoea. AH 
vehicular tralEc was suepended. Some Con- 
terVatlve gains were hiaied and hooted, bot 
the majority of the crowd everywhere seem 
to be Conaorvatlve In their sympathy. 

lb ia announced thla evening that John 
Maolood, who ia a candidate for re eleotion 
aa a Liberal from Hutherlund, has offered to 
retire in favor of Sir William Haroourt, 

Much esoitement followed the annm-ouo- 
menb oi the resalts of tbe various London 
eleotions. This was espeoially ao at North 
Lambeth. Ontside the counting station 
there waa an enormous noiay crowd. 
The annonnocinont that Henry M. Stanley 
had been elected was received with 
enthuaiaatio oheOrIng mingled with hlealng. 
When Mr. C. P. Irevelyan, bis opponent, 
left the bnildlng he was reoe^ved with a 
great ovation. Mr. Stanley with his wi^B 
followed, receiving a mixed reaeption, and 
drove away quickly in a cab to tbe Conser- 
vative club, where he addressed a crowd 
of hie Bupportera from a window and 
thanked thorn for the honor of hia election.

241. At tho last election tho Conservative 
majority was 1 10. Right Hon. Sir J. Fer- 
guson oat for Northeaat Mancheater eince 
1885, 

North Manchester, C. E Schwann, Lib- 
eral, re-eieoted by 4.327 to 3.872 for A. B. 
Morton, Conservative. At tbe lost eleoti'^n 
the Liberal majority was 351. 

.South Manohester, Rit;hii Hon. Marquia 
of Lome, Unionist, eleoted by 4,457 to 
4,:i70 for Sir H. B. Rosooe, Badioal, a 
majority of 78. At the last eleotion Sir 
RoBcoc, the Radical candidate, received a 
majority of 181. 

Grontham, H. V. B. Lopez, Conaervalive, 
re-elected by 1,507 to 1,107 votea for S- L)- 
Waddy, Liberal. At the last election tho 
Conaervatlvo majority was .'),'! 

In Derby, H Bell Roae, ConBervative, 
and G. Drake, ConBervative, defeated the 
two sitting Liberal members. Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt and Sir T. Roae. At the

MANITOB.\ SCHOOLS. 

Tbe London '* Times " Says the Situation De- 
mands " tho Broadest and Uoat Kn- 
lightened Statesmanship. 

London, July 15. — The Times to-morrow 
will contain an article on politica in Canada, 
in which it will aay : " It may be prema- 
ture to forecast the breaking up of tbe Dom- 
inion as tbe ultimate result of tbe lament- 
able quarrel between the Roman Catholio 
minority in Manitoba and tbe prevlnolal 
legislatnre. (Fbere can be no question that 
the effeot of the dispute will be felt far 
beyond tbe frontiers of Manitoba, and the 
already strongly marked raoial and religi- 
ons diSerenoes that distinguish the popula- 
tion of the Dominion will bo accentuated 
and atrengtboned by tho dispute unless it ia 
handled in a spirit of the broadeat and most 
enlightened atateamanahip.

Mr. Uclnnes and the Premier Have a 
Lively Discussion la tbe 
Senate. 

ICr. Lanrlei''s Motion of Want of Con* 
Mence Defeated by 
n4> to 70-

Ottava, July 15.— In tbe Senate to-day 
Mr. Molnnes pressed the olaims of British 
Columbia to cabinet representation, and 
made a strong speeob, somewhat rough. 

Sir MaoUoE/.io Bowell said when Mr. Mo- 
Innea became a privy councillor he would 
know ho was bound by oath not to reveal 
what advice be offered the government in 
regard to filling vaoanoies in the cabinet. 
The flippant remarks of Mr. Molnnes witli 
reference to tho government and its police 
he would not attempt to reply to. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier moved that the House 
regrets the failure of the Government t 
deal with the Manitoba school question in 
the manner demanded by and in the inter- 
cat of the country, and ia of opinion that 
the ministerial declarationa in regard to 
tbo Bituatlon are calcnlated to promote a, 
dangerous agitation among the Canadian 
people. Mr. Lanrier made a note- 
worthy speech, bnt was completely 
outahono by Mr. Foster, who aohiev- 
ed a remarkable oratorical triumph. Xha 
Finance minister traoed tbe policy of the 
gevernment step by step, showing that it 
waa based on tbe prlnoiple of justice to the 
mlnorityi and then ridionlsd tbe opposition 
with his criticism of their nothing to do 
policy.

AN EASTEEN CYCLONE. 

Destructive Kcanlts of a Windstorm In the 
Vicinity of New York. 

New yoBK, July 15. — The firat oyclonein 
many years atrnok New York and vicinity 
on Saturday afternoon, killing several people 
and wrecking a large amount of valuable 
property. Tbe olond when first seen was 
fannol-shaped and hung very near the 
ground. At tho upper end waa a red spot 
tliab appeared like an incandeacent light. 
As it moved on trees were torn dawn, tele- 
phone, telegraph and trolley wires were de- 
molished and houaes unroofed or totally 
wrecked. At Cherryhill, a few milefl from 
Haokensaok, it developed cyclonic fury, at- 
tended by the demolition of tbe village and 
a nnmbsr of deaths. Within a minute after 
tho atorm broke 27 honses wero wrecked. 
Tho cyclone made a clear path tbrongh 
the centre of tho place, bouses were 
unroofed or thrown down, trees were 
uprooted and tbe crops in the fields levelled 
to the ground. It is known that five per- 
sona were killed, and the injured are num- 
bered by scores, many of tbeoi it is be- 
lieved fatally. Great maiaea of wreckage 
were carried through the air by the gale, 
adding to the destrnotion. Among the 
buildtegs wrecked was the Dutch Reformed 
churoh. Three large beams, picked from 
the wreck of other buildings by the wif.^ 
were bome end on against tbe side of the v 
churoh and went through tbe walls like 
cannon balls. The depot of tbe New York 
& New Jersey Central railway was de- 
molished. The freight depot was also 
wrecked and the big platform carried BOV- 
oral hundred feet from its place. The 
oyolono wrecked thirty houaes at Wood- 
havon and a very largo Bchoolhouso there. 
There woro twenty realdonta at Wood- 
haveu injured by the cyclone and two 
(ioatha. Several people woro picked up by 
the wind and carried a block or two. Trees 
and cliinmoys sailed through the air aa if 
thoy wore no heavier than fcathora.

Japanese Troops Sent to Formosa to Drive 
Away These Miscreants. 

HoN(J KoN(i, July 15.— A force of 7,000 
Japanese troops has loft Tuatutia in order 
to attack tho black flags at Tai Wan Fu, 
Island of Formosa. A battle between the 
opposing troops is expootod to take place on 
.Saturday next, July 20. A strong naval 
force will co-operate with the laud force of 
the Japaoeee. Reports reoeived hare from 
the Bonth part of Formosa show that all is 
quieb there.

The Sir John Macdouald Mouumeut — 
Internatioual Fishery Coinmiaaion 
—Fruit aud Butter Exports. 

(From Our Own Correanondont.) 
Ottawa, July 6.— The vUib o{ ProfeaBor 
Prlnoe, CommisBioner of Fiaheries, to 
Brithb Columbia la of mora than paaeing 
interoat to readers of the Colonist. Mr- 
Prince la ivt the hoEkd of the fiaheriea aervico 
of the Dominion, and although ho baa only 
been a reaidonb in tbia country for two 
years he has amply proven his ability to 
adminlater one of our prinoipal natural 
rcBourcea. Prof. Prinoo oanie to thia coun- 
try from Scotland with a high reputation as 
a leoturor on zoology and kindred aclontitio 
Bttbjeota at St. Andrew's and Glaagow uni- 
veraitiea, as well ua having had an extoueivo 
exporieooe in the praotioai operation 
of the Sootoh and Irish fiaheriee. 
Hla oredentials were of the higheat 
oharaoter, and since be baa been a resident 
of the Dominion he baa demonstrated that 
in his selection for the post of Commiaaioner 
of Canadian Fisheries, (be then minister. 
Sir C- H. Tapper, did nob make a mistake. 
Prof. Prinoo leaves for British Columbia to 
investigate the salmon fiaherlea with an un- 
prejudiced mind. Ho is evidently aa will- 
ing to reooivo information as he is ready to 
impart) it, and ic is not at all nnliknly chut 
the salmon canuors will allow thia opportun- 
ity to paea of furnishing the commiualunur 
with all the facta and information in their 
poBBBQeiou to enable him to roiich a sound 
conclusion on tho dubject ho is about to in- 
voBtigate.

Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
waa the central figure at the ceremony, tho 
Karl of Aberdeen finding it imposaible to 
riait Ottawa for the occasion. I'he Premior 
made a very appropriate addroaa on the sub 
jeot of the unification of the Dominion and 
the work done by Sir John Mac 
donald and his coadjatora in bring 
ing it about. It was roaorvod, 
however, to Sir Adolphe Caron to atriko the 
koynoto of tho situation. Despite what his 
critics may aay of him aa a departmental 
administration, the Poatmaater-Goneral is 
an able speaker, and his appeal to the vast 
audience for mutual concession and good 
will on tho part of the different races in 
habiting the Dominion awaked the reapon 
live eoho in the breaata of those present 
Iha statue itself which the Premier un 
Veiled ia a striking specimen of the sculptor's 
art. The likeness is a perfect one and the 
entire monument refleots the greatest credit 
on tbe Canadian originator, Mr. Hebert, cf 
Montreal.

of the United States Flah Commisaion at 
Waahington, roproaonting tho country at 
the aouth, and Dr. Wakoham, tho ollioerln 
charge of tho Gulf division of tho Canadian 
fiahoriea, action for tbe Dominion. In 1893, 
tho commisaionera were busily ongagod upon 
the Atlantic uoaat. Daat year their inquiries 
were conducted upon both shores of the 
boundary watei's of Lake Champlain and 
Lake of tho Woods, and now having oom- 
pleted their inveatigations reapeotlng the 
Atlantic, the inland and fresh water tisher- 
iea they are proceeding to the Pacific Coast 
to take up the question of the fiiheries in the 
waters oontignoua to British Oolnmbia. 
'O^hoy win be detained in the Paolfio province 
six or seven weeks. 

The application of the Ontario fruit 
sjrowers to the government, asking for as- 
alstance to enable them to make shipments 
in cold atorago of Ontario summer fruits to 
Kngland, ahould spur the fruit growers of 
Britlfh Columbia into eeeking aaaiatance of 
a similar oharaoter. A few yeara ago, when 
Lieut. Govornor Diwdnty was Minlater of 
the Interior, Sonne of hia frienda in Ikltlah 
Columbia forwarded to him plums grown in 
your provinoo and packed in tho aanio man- 
ner oa tho California fruit roaches us. lOich 
individual plum was wrapped In tissue pa- 
per in order to prevent bruising, tho fruit 
arriving hero In splendid coudition. It is 
poaalblo that even to-day British Columbia 
grown fruit may be selling in the markets 
of Eaatorn Canada and the Eastern States 
under the name of California fruit, but it is 
certain that B. 0. fruit as such 

IS NOT IvNOWN 

on onr Eastern market a. Not only aboulti 
the fruit grown in your proviucotind a ready 
market ia tho Ijust, but by moans of tbo 
cold atorago aooommodatlon which Ino gov- 
ernment ia providing thia year thoro la no 
reason why it ahould not aloo got to Kuropo, 
provided, of course, a reasonaulo ralo can bo 
pbtsined from the railway company. Tbo 
fruit shipmonta from Oatarlo for tho present 
■eaaon will not be on an eztensivo scale. 
Tbe efforts of the Minister of Agriculture 
and tbe Dairy Commissioner to boom the 
creamery prooeaa have been very suocessful, 
the qntpnt of winter made butter duriog the 
past season having been very enooursging. 
Now, tho effort ia to be made to place 
Canadian summer made bntter on the 
English market, and it is for the 
purpose of providing oold storage acoommo- 
datlon in tho steamships crossing tbe At- 
lantic that tho government have secured an 
appropriation of $10,000 from parliament. 
Whatever portion of tho aooommodatlon so 
fnrnlahod ia euoroaohod upon by fruit ahip- 
pera loaeona tlio amount of apace for butter, 
and in thin oxperimontal year tho minister 
is more dinpoood to pay attention to butter 
than bo fruita. llo hag Ipromiacd, liowover, 
to find aooommodation for rwo or throe fruit 
shipmonta, but would not guarantee that a 
tepresentatlvo would bo sent over to super- 
intend the aaloB of the fruit. 

Mr> \V. F. Maclean, cho youthful member 
for East York, Is a man with a hobby. That 
hobby is the fixing of

as the moximnm paesougor rate which tho 
Canadian railways should bo allowed to 
charge. Tho man with the hobby generally 
gota there, and before very long, II ho main- 
tains his present attitude of poralstenoy, 
Mr. Maclean will oohlevo hia objeol. Two 
or three years ago his proposal, nhcn it 
oama up in the Honae, waa supported by 



less than twenty-one members. Since then 
tbe movement haa made ateady progrea^. 
The Patrons of Induatry and different 
trades and labor oounoila have petitioned In 
favor of the proposition, and if a vote were 
taken squarely upon the issue to day it 
wonld show more than twonty-one members 
in favor of tti, That was the case two years 
ago.

An Immense shoal of fiah 
was reported outside the mouth of the river 
on Saturday, but tho anticipated heavy run 
did not outer the river yesterday. At tho 
mouth tho average oatch was only about 15 ;

Hithorto prospecting 
in thia distix; has been confined to tho re- 
mote m.-iunlalLOua parts and the heads of 
tho various creeks tributary to tho Colum- 
bia rivtjr ; and although several ledg' h of

To judge by the tbotlosof the present Oppo- 
sition and by tho spirit whiob they display 
that time is still far nfT.

THE OOUNTRY FIRST. 

As everyone knows, party spirit in Great 
Britain is bitter enough and parly conteats 
perhaps a little too hot and acrimonious for 
the good of the nation. But notwithstanding 
this, neither the politicians nor the people 
regard politics as a game in which it is the 
recognized duty of one party to do every- 
thing it possibly can to defeat and discredit 
the other. There are qaeations of national 
concern with regard to which it is consid- 
ered the duty of the statesmen and the poll- 
ticlane to unite to preserve and advance 
the Interests of the country. Questions in- 
volving the relations of Great Britain with 
foreign conntrles are generally of this 
nature. They are considered In a sense 
non-political, and the Opposition are ex- 
pected, cordially and unreservedly, to up- 
hold and Btrongthon tha Government. 

Our readers will remember how magnan- 
imonsl^ the Conservative Opposition did 
what lay in tbeir power to back up the 
Liberal Gevemment in its dispate with the 
French in Siam, and how ready Lord Salis- 
bury and bis Conservative aesooiates In both 
Houses of Parliament were to place on 
record their approval of Lord Roae- 
bery'i polioy with respect to Kgypt. 

A stranger to British political methods 
wonld find it bard to believe that the 
speeohes of Conservative statesmen on those 
»nd other eubjeots of a similar nature were 
delivered by opponents of the government 
of the day. And it was not only the poli- 
ticians who displayed this patriotio spirit. 
(The leading opposition joarnals did not 
iiesltate heartily to oommend the course 
panned by the Government in many of its 
dealings with foreign nations. And now 
when the Liberals have been defeated and 
are out of power, the Times, whloh was the 
most powerful as well as tho moat uncom- 
promising of their opponents, in its issue of 
June 24 gives them the oredit they deserve 
for their foreign and colon iai policy. It 
said ; — 

In tho domain of foreign and colonial pol- 
itics Lord Koaebery and Lord Kimborley, 
and, strangely enougb, even Lord Kipou, 
have aoted in the main on tho sound Im- 
perialist priuoiplea which the ex Premiur 
has ao often orpoundcd with muoh eloquence 
and aagaoity both in and out of office. It 
cannot, unfortunately, be admitted by im- 
partial oritioa that they have applied those 
principles with uniform success. Doubtless 
their ooaaslonal failureitf in this respect are 
in part attribatable to ciroomatauaes over 
which they had no oontrol, and In part to 
the notorious views and senUments of a 
considerable seotion of their own party. 
Still, it must be confessed that in certain 
matters, notably in the Affair of Slam and iu 
that of the Congo Treaties, the action ol thu 
Foreign UfHoe has not been marked by tliu 
qualities whloh were ox pooled under Lord 
Bosebory. In Uganda and I'Ust Africa 
things have been mana^^od rather 
better, but still without conxpiououa ability, 
and the brilliant suocuHsoa which bnvo buon 
achieved in South Africa are chkfly duo to 
tho nofjative wiauoni which iuduood Lord 
Roaobory'a Cul)luot to luavo Mr. Bliodea a 
froo hand. To oho oredit of 8<i)^aoiouH, 
firm and coneiatont action in I'l^ypt that 
Cabinet, on the other hand, are fully en- 
titled. As a whole lliuir conduct of foreign 
affairs has boon attended by one great ad- 
vantage. It has committed the bulk of tho 
Badioala to a wider and moro stateamanliko 
view of our Iniporlal position and reaponui- 
bllitiea than they had hitherto adopted. 
That Is an important gain, and wo hope it 
may prove permanent. In the Dopartnient 
of Finance tho results achievod by 8ir Wil- 
liam Haroourt's Aot are still, porhapa, in 
part problematical. Of the injuBlloj of the 
chief innovations whloh ho Intrciducod tnoru 
oan be, nnhapplly, no doubt. Whether they 
will oonstltnte a lasting and reliable resource) 
for the Exchequer remains In a great meaaum 
to bo seen. For tho navy much good work 
has been accomplishod. It has boon done. 
It is true, under the steady presauro of pub 
lie opinion applied to tho Ministry iu this 
journal and elaewhere. Still Lord Spencer 
is entitled to praise for the way In wbloh he 
availed himself of the popular force supplind 
to him, and his sei'vices at the Admiralty 
may perhaps help hia countrymen In their 
endeavors to forget the part he played in 
tho great Irish apostasy. At the War 
Office Mr. Campboll-Bannerman loft every- 
thing in the well-woin offiolal ruta until the 



According to tho census, religion is 
flouriBhing In the United States : Tho re- 
port just printed ebows that thore are 
113 distinct donomiuatioos in the United 
States, besides independent chnrohee and 
misoellaneouB congregations. The total 
number of oommunioants of all denomina- 
tions is 20,G12,80U, who belong to 105,177 
organizations or congregations with 142,520 
odidcea. Tho value cf all church property 
naed exclusively for purposea of worship is 
$679,650,139. The leading denominations 
in round numbers are as follows : Citholica, 
6,250,000 ; Methodist, 4,600,000 ; Baptist, 
3,725,000 ; VroBbylerian, 1,280„382 ; Luther- 
an, 1, i. jOO ; Protestant Eplacopal, 540,- 
000. Tho Incroaae in the value of church 
property since 1870 has boon $325,140,550, 
nearly 92 per cent. The increase in the 
number of organIz3LtlonB is 126 per cent. 

When it la oonaidered that there Is no 
State church oatabllahmont in tho United 
Stites tho value of tho church property id 
wonderful, ond tho increaao einco 1870 — juat 
a quarter of a century — is more wonderful 
still. It will ba remembered, too, that that 
increase has been made during a period in 
which many good people were deploring the 
docadence of religion, not in tho United 
States alone but in almost every other coun- 
try. 

It is mere folly to say that men who vol- 
nntarily give lo large a proportion of their 
subatanoe for the maintenance of religion 
care nothing about religion. What better 
evidence can be adduced that in splto of ap- 
pearances which lead to an opposite conolu- 
sion, religion has a strong hold nn the affec- 
tiona of the people of tho United States. 
Men do not spend their money on what they 
care nothing about. 

BLEOTRIO LOCOMOTIVES. 

Electricity is beginning to be made the 
motive power for abort lines of railroad in 

some parts of the United States. Freight 
trains as well as passongor cars are to be 
propelled by It. The Baltimore & Ohio 
railway haa a tunnol of nearly a mile and a 
half long under the oity of Baltimore. It la 
said to be the largest soft earth bore In the 
world. It has been found inconvenient and 
unpleasant to use ordinary locomotives in 
this tunnel, ao the company have deter- 
mined to draw the trains through it by 
electricity. For this purpose It has had 
three 06 ton eleotrio motors construotod. 
These locomotives are powerful enough to 
haul a 500-ton passenger train 30 miles an 
hour and a 1, 200 ton freight train 15 miles 
an hour. Tho result of thia oxporimont ia 
looked for with great Interest by railroad 
men. If it Is successful, it is expected that 
other trunk lines will operate sbo.-t brancbea 
by eleotrioity. There is enough water pow- 
er running waste to supply the electricity, 
and the roads can be cheaply built and 
easily operated. 

TBB YOONGEST RBPUBLIO. 

The Republic of Hawaii was just ono year 
old on the 4Lh of the present month. It li 
very young as well as very small, but its 
friends declare that it is not very weak 
The Pacifio Commercial Advertiser, of Hon 
olulu, in an article on " Our First Anniver- 
sary, " oaya ; 

Looking back ovnr the hiatory of tho year 
just paat, iho people may well paBs ihn vur 
diot of " well done." This first anniveraary 
Soda the republic complete in every detail, 
and the promise given by precedent and his 
rorlciti analogy fulQIled to the letter. The 
Kopubllo of Hawaii is no longer an experi- 
ment, but a firm and ever active power for 
good, a nation among nationa, to which its 
citizens point with pride. Firm, heoause it 
rests on the Bound foundation that knows no 
higher authority than tho public will ; a 
power for good, bee luae In tho onduc: nf 
affairs its public aervunta have kept uloHuly 
to tho lines of righteous principle which at- 
londod I hfi Incopiion of the movement ro- 
piilrini? in tho establishment of the new 
regime. 

Benet by foes from without and mistaken 
friends from within, the Rap'tblio li>ta niain- 
!,aiiied the oven tenor of iia way, carefully 
und Buoceaafully upholding its dignity and 
proving beyond question tlio wladom and 
honi 3'y of purpnsu of the promoters. Small 
,ind in>moaaurably weak when compared 
wi!h the groat armod powers of tho world, 
I he Ropublio of Hawaii has demonstrated 
that in the advanoe of iDtelligenoe, truth 
and justice It haa carried the atandard high 
and is in a position to maintain the place sn 
lionorably won. Long live the Republio 1 
lb will never die ao long as Christian icSu- 
onOB holds away and continues its onward 
rMaroh among tho children o( niuu ! 

This has tho right liug. If thu Govern- 
ment of Hawaii administers tho ulTairs of 
tho Republic on sound principles, if it makoa 
the well being of ica oitizana its solo objeot, 
and If it accompliaiioa tho onda of good gov- 
ornmont fairly well, lb will woakon oppcai- 
tinn at) homo and make friends abroad. 
Mon in these days believe in acQomplishod 
facts. I( it is found that the Hawaiian 
Islands are well governed, that in them 
life and property are protected, and 
that justice la done to all, Irrespaotivo of 
a or color or party or orood, Bonslhlo mon 
on tills and olhor continouta will i^ivo this, 
tho youngoat of repubiios, their moral sup- 
port and will diaoountenanoa any movement 
that may bo set on foot to disturb it or to 
injure It In any way. If its Qovernment 



continue to aot on tho principlea attributed 
to it by the Advertiser, the friends of the 
republio may expect for it a long and a 
happy career. 

A OHAHGB FOR THE WORSE. 

It used to bs the blast of the drinkers of 
wine that France, where wine is made in 

euch quantitlts that it is the beverage of a 
largo proportion of its inhabitants, is one of 
the sobiireab countries in the world. The 
iuferonco which thoy drew from this, and 
whiob they wished others to draw, was that 
the habitual use of wine prevented drunk- 
enness. The man who used the mild wines 
of Franco, they asserted, bad no desire for 
strong alcohollo stimulants. The same was 
said of tho inhabitants of Italy and Spain, 
and other countries in which the vino was 
extensively oultivatod. But a report which 
has been lately publlahed in France by 
Alphonae Daudet will, we think, go a long 
way to disorodlt this plausible theory. That 
report ahowa that drunkenness baa of late 
years been terribly on tho increase In 
France. The people have taken to drinking 
absinthe and wbiskoy inatoad of light wine. 
The consumption of absinthe, it is said, has 
nearly trqbled since I887i "and the inuroaae 
of inaanity and diaoase traceable to this 
source has become tho aubjeot of grave 
warnings from phyBlcianf." A oommiBsiou 
hiB boon appcintnd to inciuiro into the mat- 
tor, and thore is a proposal to Inaugurate 
instruction in the primary schools on the 
hygienic aspoots of aloohol drinking. 

Tho concoction which is doing tho most 
harm in Franco ia absinthe. It is, Diudet 
aaya, a torriblo thing and haa wrought gro 
destruction. Tho French aoldiera learned 
to drink it in Algeria. Thirty-four years 
ago the abainthe drinkers in the French 
army could be easily counted. Now they 
are numbered by hundreds of thousands 
and are found all over Franco. If there is 
any truth la the old theory that where wine 
ia plentiful and cheap thore are few drunk- 
ards France should be still a sober country, 
for olaret ia still cheap enough there. It 
will be interesting to see what suoaess will 
attend the efforts of the French Government 
to leaaen the consumption of sbiintbe and 
other aloobollo drinks.

The 
change la made so aa to inolnde Honolnln In 
the porta of call, and the time maintained by 
the vessels will be the same as that provided 
under the old schedule. They will coal here 
before leaving, thus saving a considerable 
portion of the time lost in making tlie spec- 
ial run to Honolulu. F. C. Davidge, agent 
of the oompany, aaid yesterday that thero 
waa a good deal of freight offering for Hono- 
lulu and ho thought a profitable business 
might bo worked up in spite of tho San 
Francisco and Canadian-Australian lines,

Australian pipers received by the Miowera 
announce that the Premier ol Victoria has 
cabled the Agent-General in London of that 
colony as follows with regard to Pacific 

cablo constrnotion : 

"Impress upon the Imperial government 
the importance of tho Pacific cable, and 
urge an early meeting of a joint commission 
of representatives of the Imperial govern- 
ment and Australasian colonies and Canada 
to arrasga a plan, subject to tho approval of 
the governments interested, as statea by 
Mr. Sandford Fleming in his letter of the 
5th January to tho Minister for Trade and 
Ccmmorce, Canada. Secure all information 
I the construction and laying of the 
oablo, and endeavor to secure tho co-oper- 
ation of the other Agenta General." 

In reply to this, tho Premier received a 
cablegram from the Agent-General of the 
colony two days later, atating that none of 
tho other Agents-General had received In- 
atrnctiona to co-oporato with him in urging 
the construction cf the cable. The South 
Australian government alone had taken a 
definite atand on the queatlon, and ita atti- 
tude was dsoldedly hcsille to the cable pro- 
jeot. 

Tho New South Wales boarda of trade are 
now taking action on the same aubjcot, hut 
do not appear to be making much headway 
even with their own Kovemment. In a ro 
cent interview whioh the Sydney and New- 
castle Chambers of Commerce had with the 
colonial premier, to urge the necessity of 
carrying into effect as soon aa poaaiblo the 
cablo resolutions of the Hobart postal con 
forenoe, 

Mr. S. A, Joseph said that safety and 
aoourity againab interruption could only b 
secured by passing messagee over a cabl' 
that touched only on British territory and 
was absolutely under British control — fay 
cable laid along a regular trade route, where 
British war vessels would bo able to afford 
some proteotloD. The cost had boon defi 
uitely ascertained by direct olfers actually 
received from four firms of tho highest 
atanding and widest oxperienco in aub- 
marine telegraphy, and tho tenders wore 
based on the general conditions prescribed 
iu an advoatlsemonl, as issued by the Minis- 
ter cf Trade and Commerce of Canada on 
tho 4th of August last. Inviting tenders, 
which included in each case the manofaol ure 
and laying ol tho cable, providing station 
buildings and inatrumente for the uso of tho 
operating staff, together with maintenance 
and repair of the entire length of the oablu 
for a period of three years after tho 
whole line ahali have been oompleted 
and put in operation. The loyreat tender 
for tho moat approved route waa £l,i5!7,- 
UUO. The actual cost, therefore, inoiudlng 
three years' maintenance, was now no longer 
an unknown quantity, and the point for con- 
sideration waa, how waa the required oapl 
tal for the cost to be financed in the most 
economical and advantageous manner to tho 
public'.' With regard to expenditure: Thii 
cost of working hud boon estimated by Mr. 
Alexander Siemens, an eminent aulliorily, 
at £7S,000 us tho total fixed annual ohargn 
to bo mot out of revenue in each of the firtt 
three years after tho cablo should have 1) on 
opened for bualnoaa, this being tho period 
during which inalntonanco and repaira wore 
to bo at tho risk of tho contracture. 'Under 
ony oiroumatanoes ho felt thoroughly con- 
vinced that there whs no probability of loss, 
or insuQlcionoy of revenue to meet ull 
charges ; while at the aume time u reduction 
of from -ts 1 Id per word (at preaont charged) 
to, say, ;)3 por word, would elluot an annual 
saving to the public of Great Britain and 
Auatralasia, who use the cablo, of u much 
lirger annual sum than the wholo annual ex. 
pendlture invoivnd, thereby conferring an 
enormoua indirect public advantage. 

The Premier, in reply, aaid that the Gov- 
ernment {ally reallaed the Importance of 
the question and it waa of course to be sup- 
posed that the oommetoial community wa^ 
anxloos to promote any schemes which 
would asBiat onmmanioation with the 
outside world. tTnfortnnately the ■tatistics 
In connection with this matter had not been 
brought into a very clear state. In addition 
to choir own oaloulationa they had thoao til 
Mr. Larko, and tho two did not harmonize, 
although tho dilldronco was not now so wide 
aa formerly. The cntorpriso was of oourse 
good one, especially in view of tho fact

He would place the matter 
before the cabinet In the hope that) this 
would strengthen the hands of the Agent- 
General, who had been Instructed to give 
the matter bis attention. 

Aa to Queenaland'a poaition the premier, 
having under consideration all previous cor- 
respondence, haa written to Premier Sir 
Mackenzie liowoll explaining the delay, and 
informing him that the Queensland govern- 
ment is very favorably disposed towards 
the projected cable. He states that Queens- 
land will CO operate In the appointment of 
a joint oomniisaion to investigalo tho do- 
tails ; in fdc", that his colony is prepared, 
should tho other colonies hesitate, to act 
without them, and to accord favorable con- 
sideration to the propoaai for the construe 
tion of the lino jointly by Great Britain, 
Canada and Queensland. .Should lho resull 
of the labors of the commiaaion justify the 
government In recommending the propossil 
to parliament, tho agent-general will bo 
instructed to do everything in his power to 
promote the settlement of the question, 
either on the basia of an agreemeut between 
Great Britain, Canada and the Auecralasian 
colonies, or by Great Britain, Canada and 
Q'jcena'aod alone. Sir Thomas Mollwraith 
haa likewise advised that action should be 
taken. 

The Hawaiian Star aaya : " Audley 
Cooto, tho well known Auatralian who baa 
boon a succtB>-ful oablo promoter, ia not 
popular with Britiahera or Colonial goni le- 
mon in tho same line. Ho repreaenio u 
French cnmpimy that is willing to buili' 
from Sydney lo San Franciaco, ruUing ir 
Auckland, Samoa and Honolulu He wau'f 
tho Hawaiian guvernrnent to pay an anm; 1 
subsi'iy.

Ihe Independence Day Speech of the 
Boston Lecturer at Honolala 
Sharply Criticized. 



^Capture of the Notorious Leper Out- 
law Mauuela — Presldeut 
Dole's Yacht Stolen. 



Rev. Joseph Cook of Ijoatou, wlioao semi- 
politicul leoturea worn tlio onuuo of conBidor- 
able diaoord in C»lifornia reoantiy, haa boon 
making more trouble for himself of the 
a&nie kind in Honolulu, where he arrived 
juat in time for the celebrfHion of Indo- 
pundonco Day by tho numoroua residentD 
forming tbo Anitrio^iu colouy. Ho v/aa to- 
oei ved wilh open arma und ussignod uu im 
poctant parb in Ibo literary ozerciaea at lu 
dependeooe park, tihe Monowai — on wblc> 
he had taken paaaage for Auatralia— boiog 
held 80 that he might attend and deliver a 
patriotic oration. Minister Willia was 
ohiiirmua of the day, and formully intro- 
duced tho BodtOD lecturer in compliinentury 
terrna. Then the aurpriaea cnmmoncod. 
Mr. Cook unnounocd ua iila bubjecc " The 
Ref ubiica of tho Tropica," but hud not 
word to any about the glorious Fourth of 
July. IIo repeated sevorul timea thiit 
*' when n crown foil it la pulvori/.od," and 
congratulated Huwaiians that they had 
neiilior aiavory nor tho color line among 
them. Hr then entorcd into a deaaortation 
on " Southern republica aa upheld by what 
I term Northern priuoiplea," and coining 
with a jump to Hawaii proceeded to oriticiee 
in torniu of unmoaaured aoverity tho Cleve- 
land adniiniatratiou, orralgning it for " in- 
competenco, diahonoaty and double deal- 

iDR." 

Here Minieter WilUa protested, remind- 
ing the visitor from Boston that neither tho 
oooaaion nor the place was suitable for a 
p-4rtiaan o-iiiip»ign epocch. 

Mr. Cook lopllod with heat, aeking for a 
bill of particulars of hia offending and aaaur 
ing the ohair that be came " from a land of 
free notion and free speech, and was not ao- 
oaatomed to either the straight jaoket or the 
gag." 

To tbia Minister Willis replied that the 
conbraoted sentimeiita to wUoh tlie speaker 
bad Riven expressioo, while they might pos- 
sibly anic the eavlronmeats of Boston, were 
not broad enough for an Acnerioan celebra- 
tion in tho republic of Hawaii. 

Mr. Cook made answer that Boston had 
much to do with the establishment of Amer- 
ican independence. 

'• Admitted," aaid tho Miniater. "Wo 
know lb and are proud of it, but the men of 
BoBton then wero a unit for their well loved 
country, not prone to aowlng the seeds of 
diacord and of civilatrife." 

The lecturer concluded haatily with a few 
dipjointed remarka on annexation and then 
bowing atifUy to Mr. Willia »nd Rev. Dr. 
MoArtbur stalked thriiugb the silent andi- 
enoo and out of the pavilion, Minister 
Willis waa aftorwarda overwhelmed with 
oongratuUtions on tho stand he had fe^ikon, 
and waa assured by tbo chairman of tho 
celebration commictoo that that body had 
not in any way anticipated Kov. Mr. Cook'a 
line of diaoourae. They had thought, they 
said, that tbey wonld parade the big gun 
from Boston, but they had no idea that it 
was loaded. 

Three sailors of the Amerlean ship Tillle 
E. Starbnck recently made a bold attempt 
to steal President Dole's yaoht Bonnie Dun- 
dee, whilo their veaael waa lying at Hono. 
lulu. They alole tho craft without dilH- 
culty, and they would doubtless have got 
away but for mistaking the two boilera on i:he 
Ewa aids of the llghthoueo for the buoys In 
the passage. They atoered by tho boilera 
und ua a result went on the reef and etuok 
fast. In an interview the men atatcd 'h'i\ 
it Waa ihoir intention to make for the Mexi- 
can coaot, expecting to fall in with ahippiug 
on tho way and aocure • torea and provisiona. 
Should they fall short of supplies they were 
to atop at Hilo and aeoare eatables. 

Honolulu advlcea by the MIowera Satur- 
day nolo the capture, near Paarl City lake 
in Jnno, of Manuela, the famourf leper out- 
law, who for yeara baa boon defying arrtat. 
It ia to C. A. Brown that the honor of tho 
capture bolorga, Manuela having been sur- 
priaod by him in hia houao and quietly aub- 
mltting. Hia .4-t Wincheater riflo and hia 
well f3llod ammunition bag he handed to hia 
captor, and at tho Bailing of tho ateamer for 
yiotoria he waa still lodged at Ewa jail 
awaiMng transfer to tho luztrotto. Manuel i 
is admitted to bo a dead shot, and when ofli 
oer Kingsley and a poeae ondeavored to ar- 
reat him ai me limo ago Kingsley returned 
with u bullet in hia leg which will not allow 
him Roou to forget ManucU. Since then 
Manuela has not been troubled. Ho haa 
been living in the Waiawa mountains, 
coming to his house in tho uigl.t and ro- 
tarning '0 the shelter of tho hilla ut d-iwn. 
Recently Mtouela oame near adding murd .r 
to the incident" of bis unlawful cani-r. 
Deputy Marshal Brown, C>pti. Parker ai d 
other < ffijers had gone to Waiawa to arn nt 
ano'her luper ontlaw who hid shot hia wifi-. 
The arrest was made, and Capt. Parker hii| - 
poning to look toward a little knoli ii«t 
seventy yards away saw Mandela stand- 
ing with his rlfls aimed at him 
The outlaw had mistaken Paikor for 
a haolo and waa d«rorminBd to kill him. It 
waa a narrow eacipc, and one thai, I'urki r 
will not uo'jn forget. .M.iruula io a half 
caaio I'ortugueHO and dovotod to hia wife 
und family. Ibo former hua volunlaril> 
doterminnd to followed him into hio lifelong 
exile at Moiokai. 

In celebration of the Fourih of July a 
large number of political uud other priponera 
were pardonod, und several eenlencLH were 
commuted. In tho lattt-r cluaa wore (iulick, 
Seward, Klokurd and Wilcox, whf'Bo inipria- 
onment was reduced from ,'iU to 20 years and 
fine of $10,000 ; M <rah^ll and Gi< ig from 20 
tn 15 yeara and $10,000 ; and Walker and 
Wideanano from 30 to 15 years. The othera 
affected were nearly all natives, twenty seven 
of whom were released. 

Tho following la from the Hawaiian Star : 
"Tho rumor section of the air ia over- 
loaded at present with opium yarns that are 
for tho moat part ridiculoua aa the CIiBrJi- 
appointnuini- Tho atory that tho Nurini 
cargo wan M 000 tins baa born publiahcd 
and tbo cHiocra laugh and tho dealei a amile. 
That amount ia juat about tho supply of a 
year for tbo islaiiila, and to awdng it would 
rci|uirn a tiret output of $.50 000 apot ci"!' 
»b Victoria. Poaaibly ihuru were I,-l(IU 
tins. Tho groateat opium deal over known 
boro waa with tho Halcyon cargo, which 
oamo from Hongkong direct and coat 
$140,000 That expedition waa entirely 
aacaesafnl. Maoh more opium waa used in 
the country then."

"LOSE TO DEATH." 

Several Oblldrin In Toronto Murdered for 
luenrance Obtained on Tbem-Arreat 
of Suspected Party. 

Toronto, July 15 —(Special) -This after, 
noon the long and vigilant searcb by Datec- 
tive Seyer of Philadelphia for proof of the 
guilt of H. H. Holmes, an insnranoe swin- 
dler, now under aentenoo for fraud at Phila- 
delphia, waa rovvarded. In tlij collar of a 
vacant Hduae in St. Viuouno atpafit tho de- 
tcotiv? fdiiud tho two dead bodies of the 
I'ielzel children who, tho doteotive uaacrta, 
were done to death by Holmes or through 
hia inatrumi ntality in order to aeoure the 
Insurance money. Mr. Neudell, a clerk in 
the education department, to-day reoog- 
nizTd a photoj^ruph of Holmea aa tho 
man who rented the cottage. Ho only 
had it for a few daya, hut loog onough to 
kill and bury tho children. The little girla 
were atark mked and were buried without 
coIEn of any hind. The houan was searched 
and the cellar last of all. Here the place 
was dug op, and presently the bare shoulder 
and arm c.f a little bndy were discovered. 
Then the whole body osme into view, and 
under It another one was found. Ho traces 
of wonnds were found, and it Is thoughii 
that Holmes decoyed them into a trunk 
under some pretezc and took them to the 
bouse. Then gas was inserted by means of 
tube through a amall hole. The 
trunk with a hole in it, nearly 
covered over, with the strap tacked 
down, h>ta been found in one of Holmes' 
rooms. No trace of the boy Howard, a lad 
of eight, has been found, but be ia thought 
to be ucdoubtodly dead. The houao has 
been taken poeaossion of by the police, and 
an loquoat will be held to morrow night at 
8 o'clock. The names of tho two girla were 
Etta Alice, aged 14, and Nellie, aged 12. 
Aa the crime was evidently committed in 
this country, it will ba neceHBury to extra- 
dite Holmes and put him on trial for murder.

The buah fires which started a week ago 
in tbe vioinity of Gadboro'Bay for a time 
yesterday ocoasioned oonaiderable anxiety, 
having advanced aoroas the intervening neok 
of land to Telegraph bay and aerionaly 
threatened the Giant Powder Co.'a works 
there. Early in the afternoon tho Deluge 
fire engin.^ waa borrowed from tho city and 
takec to the aoono of danger by the steamer 
Maude ; It had just been overhauled and 
tested, «i d worked well. Upwards o'. 1,000 
foot of hose was laid, and tho brigade of de- 
fenders, reinforced from tho oity, labored 
through all the remaining hours of the day 
not unauooesafully. Ab one time the fire 
had advanced to within a hundred yarda or 
80 of tho works, but at last reports last night 
the danger had passed, and the fire was 
making its way from instead of to the little 
settlement. Giant powder being exploded 
by concussion, not firo, the danger was ma- 
terially lessened, but at the sama time the 
property brought into peril by the bUza 
was far from insignificant. Oa Saturday 
the old Wilson homestead at Cadbiro Bay, 
now unoccupied, waa aurrounded by a wall 
of fire ; the verandah was destroyed, but 
atrange to aay the building eaoaped with a 
scorching.
